March  22.— Mr.  David 
Lloyd  Oeorc«,  MInlater  of  Munltlona,  In 
the  Houae  of  Commona  today  defended 
tha  tribunala  acalnat  frequent  oharsea 
from  a  aeotlon  of  tha  Houae  that  they 
were  unjuat  In  their  treatment  of  "con- 
aolentlouB  objeotera"  agalnat  aervlce  In 
the  array. 

"Althouah  It  la  Inaviuble  that  In 
aoino  Inatanoaa  Injuatloa  oeeura,"  aald 
Mr.  Lloyd  Oaorsa,  "It  la  a  faot  that  aoma 
man  uaa  Mie  word  'eonaalantloua'  aa  a 
alaak  for  eowardloa.  If  a  man  oblacta 
to  helpinc  the  wounded,  than  the  tribun- 
ala ar*  «aMa  JwottSad  t»  yatttar  Ma  oto> 
Jectlona  down  to  faar.  Thora  la  national 
isrorla  ipM-«n. 

"Tba  deatiny  of  the  country  dependa 
on  what  happen^  In  the  near  future,  and 
the  Oovemment  haa  tha  rlrht  to  aak 
thaaa  man  to  contribute  aomethinc  to- 
ward helping  the  country  In  an  emer- 
sency." 


FOR  MEDICALLY  UNFIT 


LONDON,  March  22.— The  Oallopar 
ll(htahlp,  at  the  mouth  of  tha  Tbamea. 
haa  been  torpedoed  and  aunk,  accord- 
Ins  to  a  lUutar**  report 

"Tba  Dutoh  ateamer  AmaUlland.  from 
Buenoa  Ayrea  for  Amaterdam,  raporta, 
accordlnc  to  a  Rauter  dlapatch  from 
Tmuldeii,  that  aha  eat  her  eourae  for 
tbe  Galloper  llsbtahlp,  but  found  on 
the  apot  only  a  maat  above  the  aurface 
of    the    aea." 

No  further  detalla  of  the  alnklng  of 
the  IlKhtahip  haa  reached  London,  and 
nothing   haa   been  heard  of  tha  crew. 

The  mornlns  newapapera  ezpreaa  great 
lndl<naUon  over  tha  alnklns  of  tht 
llghtahip,  characterising  tha  act  aa  a 
violation  of  the  elementary  princlplea 
of  International   law. 

Tha  Galloper  Ughtahlp  waa  one  of 
four  veaaela  marking  the  llmlta  of  tha 
famoua  Goodwin  8anda.  at  tbe  entrance 
to  the  Stralta  oV  Dover  In  the  North 
Sea,  and  a  few  mllea  from  the  Kentlah 
coaat  of  England.  Tha  other  llghtahlpa 
are  the  North  Goodwin,  the  Eaat  Good- 
win and  the  Kaatlat  Knock. 

A  London  dlapatch  of  March  I  aald 
that,  according  to  Britlah  naval  clrclea, 
Oarman  aubmarlnaa  had  been  buay  lay- 
Vlng  anchored  minea  between  the  mouth 
of  the  Thamea  and  the  Galloper  Ught- 
ahlp. Many  diaaatera  have  occurad  In 
the  laat  few  montha  In  thia  neighbor- 
hood.

HALIFAX.  N.  8.,  March  22.— LleuL- 
Col.  Borden,  ofllcer  commanding  the  Xth 
Overaeaa  Battalion,  C.  U.  K.,  Nova  Hcotla 
Hlghlandera.  haa  returned  to  Halifax 
after  concluding  a  three  weeka'  recruit- 
ing tour  through  the  province. 

The  total  number  of  men  recruited 
during  the  tour  approximated  three 
thouaand,  or  practically  a  battalion  per 
week,  which  la  believed  to  be  a  record 
for  Canada.

Chief  Juatica  Mathera.  president  of 
tha  CiUaena'  Recruiting  Leasva,  an- 
BOUBoad  to  a  meeting  of  tha  executive 
yaaterday  afternoon  that  he  had  s^ 
curod  tha  authorisation  of  Col.  Ruttan, 
D.OC,  for  tha  laauance  of  a  distinctive 
badge  or  button  to  ba  worn  by  the  ap- 
plicant who  praaanta  a  medical  cartlfl- 
oate  from  tha  battalion  phyalclan  pro- 
nouncing hira  unSt  for  aorvloa. 

Tha  executive  expreaaad  Ita  pleaaure 
at  tha  repllea  that  were  being  received 
to  their  recruiting  Invitation  to  eligible 
men.  ahowlng  that  aeveral  of  theae  had 
already  oallatad.

PARIS,  March  St.— A  naw  part  of  tha 
Bald  on  tha  weat  of  the  Mouaa  la  now 
being  tried,  on  tbe  chance  of  Ita  yield- 
ing tha  Oarman  army  aomething  batter 
than  It  haa  won  In  the  laat  month  bo- 
fore  Vertlun.  All  yeatarday  rooming, 
the  heavy  batterlaa  oa  aad  about  Moat- 
faucon  were  directed  agalnat  the  French 
front  to  the  aouth  of  Malancourt,  and 
the  Infantry  atUck  thua  prefaced  fol- 
lowed In  tha  afternoon. 

The  dlatrlct  la  tha  meeting  point  of 
the  two  I->eneh  annlea  of  tha  Argonne 
and  Verdun.  Tbla  weatward  extenalon 
of  tha  Oerman  attacka  la  aomething  very 
Ilka  a  confaaalon  of  failure,  for  If  tha 
DouaaiBont  and  Vatix  poaltlona.  only 
four  mllea  north  of  Verdim,  cannot  ba 
carried,  what  la  tba  hope  at  thIa  point, 
twelve   mllea  to  the   weot-northweat  T 

However,  a  divlalon  of  freah^  troopa, 
brought  up,  not  from  tbe  local  hut  from 
the  general  reaarva,  waa  launched  agalnat 
the  eaat  end  of  Malancourt  wood,  and, 
although  aa  a  whole  broken  with  heavy 
loaaea.  obtain^  a  foothold  la  a  aectloa 
of  tbe  Fraaob  traachaa.

Mr.  Pemberton-BilJing  Ad- 
vances Charge  That  Flight 
Officers  Have  Been  "Mur- 
dered"—Statement  Denied. 


LONDON,  March  22— Mr.  Noel  Pem- 
berton-BllIlng,-who  was  recently  elect- 
ed to  Parliament  after  a  campaign  In 
whl6b  ha  demanded  aweeplng  changea 
In  Oreat  Britaln'a  air  defence  methoda, 
alln-«d  tha  Houae  of  Commona  thIa  af- 
ternoon with  an  arraignment  of  the 
Britlah  air  aarvlca,  which  he  charged 
with  Ineltlclency.  He  aaaerted  that  a 
blundering  policy  In  conatructlon  haa 
bean  reaponalble  for  the  daatha  of  many 
omcara,  who  had  been  "murdered," 
rather  than  klllad.  and  ba  «aclara«  that 
the  Barl  of  Darby  waa  not  quallllad  for 
aa  ■ppalntweat  am  iilulpaiaB  t0  Wtu  oanf.

I  saw 
tha  Dochea  running  forward  In  groups 
of  four  or  Ave  to  a  aerlea  of  small 
mounds  In  front  of  their  trenches  and 
about   twenty  yards  dlatant   from  ours. 

"Sheltared  by  the  mounds,  they  stood 
with  legs  wide  apart,  exactly  like  flre- 
men:  then.  Just  as  the  lieutenant 
gi«t»bed  the  glaases,  the  flame  began 
apurtlng  along  the  line  from  north  to 
aouth.  Of  course,  our  aharpahooters 
wars  flrlng  all  the  time,  but  the  enemy 
kept  aweeplng  us  with  a  hull  o/  bul- 
leta. 

'^After  that  It  waa  a  nightmare  of 
■moke  and  flame.  We  could  neTer  have 
held  the  Una— for  the  enemy  charged 
almoat  Immediately,  the  flama  throwers 
advancing  with  them — except  for  the 
76'a,  which  made  utter  havoc  of  that 
attack.  One  shell  exploded  a  flame- 
juice  container,  or  tore  the  hoae,  and 
the  btaiing  liquid  caught  a  big  block  of 
Uochex,  who  ran  madly  acreamlng  In 
all  dlrectlona.

While  "#0  could  aee 
still  others  running  about  ahrleking  or 
rolling  on  the  ground  In  an  atfort  to 
extinguish  the  flamea  In  their  clothaa. 
They  must  have  lost  the  best  part  of 
the  regiment  on  a  aector  only  half  a 
kllonietre    long. 

"Flame  attacks  might  acare  China- 
men or  niggers,  but  agalnat  French 
trenchea  supported  by  French  guna 
they  are  worse  than  useless.  The  at- 
tackers nearly  always"  eufTer  more  than 
the  defenders.  We  had  about  70  men 
burned  altogefher — less  than  a  score  of 
whom  ware  bad  enough  to  be  sent  to 
hospltala."

March  22.— Grave  ap- 
prehenaion  regarding  the  outcome  of 
the  American  expadltion  Into  Mexico  in 
purault  of  Villa  waa  evident  for  the  drat 
time  in  Washington  tonight,  after  the 
receipt  by  the  War  Department  of  a 
dispatch  from  General  Funston  saying 
a  report  had  raaohed  blm  that  2,000  Car- 
ransa  troopa  at  Chihuahua,  under  Gen- 
eral Herrera  had  revolted  and  aligned 
themaelvaa  with  the  bandit  chief. 

General  Ftmaten  did  not  diaelose  tYia 
aource  of  hia  Information,  and,  aa  far 
aa  could  be  learned,  no  confirmation  had 
reached  the  State  Department  or  the' 
Mexican  Bmt>aaBy.  Fear  that  the  r«|>orl 
might  t>e  true  was  not  disguised  In. of; 
Hdal  clrclea,  and  tonight's  developments 
were  awaited  with  tenaa  anxiety.  ^ 

If  Herrera  and  hia  troopa  haya.join«d 
Villa,  aome  ofllelala  believe  that  other 
Carranaa  commandera  and  troopa  may 
foUow  their  ejuunple. 

In  aisch  an  event,  the  United  Statea 
and  tha  de  facto  Government  of  Mexico 
would  And  themaelves  confronted  with 
a  altuation  ao  aerious  that  its  posslbill- 
tiea  could  hardly  be  eatlmated. 

A  iargf  part  of  the  forc*a  of  the  de 
facto  Government  in  Northern  Mexico 
formerly  were  Villa  soldiers,  and  with 
their  ofllcers  have  followed  the  bandit 
chieftain  to  many  hard  fought  vlct<irlea. 
The  troopa  under  Herrera  are  deaerlbed 
here  aa  being  the  beat  equipped  In  Nor- 
thern Mexico,  and  they  are  aaid  to  be 
well  supplied  with  ammunition.  Luis 
Herrera  at  one  time  waa  one  of  Vllla'a 
moat  active  aldea,  aa  waa  hia  brother, 
Maclovlo,  who,  deapite  rumora  of  hia 
death,  ia  now  belieTed  to  be  operating 
In  the  atate  of  Coahulla  with  a  conald- 
erable  foree. 

•Mva  mtBBtlaB 
Rumora  concerning  the  doubtful  In- 
tentions of  the  AerrleU  brothers,  lead- 
ing  a  force  In  Durango.  also  Mhve  tended 
to  increaae  dlsqnlet  here.  Rebellion  In 
Carranaa'a  army  would  render  the  posi- 
tion of  the  American  expeditionary  force 
so  perlloua  that  every  avalUble  aoldler 
ahould  be  ruahed  in  to  reinforce  the 
advancing  columna.  For  thla  purpoae 
not  more  than  about  25.000  men  would 
be  available  without  calling  out  the  na- 
tional guard.  There  are  now  en  the 
border,  or  In  Mexico,  In  the  neighbor- 
hood of  SI.OOO  aoldlora.  and  in  the  whole 
of  the  continenUl  United  SUtea  the 
other  mobile  forcea  number  only  a  little 
mere    than    ttve    thouaand. 

All  reporta  from  the  border  were  aent 
to  tha  White  Houae  tonight,  and  were 
the  aubject  of  a  long  conference  during 
the  evening  between  prealdant  Wilson 
and  Bacretary  Baker.  Afterwarda  Mr. 
Baker  declined  to  Ulk. 

Before  the  Punatan  report  arrived, 
Counaellor  Polk,  of  the  SUte  Depart- 
ment, and  Ellase  Arredondo.  the  Mfx- 
ican  Ambaaaador  deaignate.  had  com- 
pleted the  draft  of  the  protocol  aaked 
for  by  Oaneral  Carranaa  to  govern  the 
operatlona  ef  the  American  forcea  In 
Mexico,  and  provide  for  co-operation  by 
the  troopa  of  the  de  facte  government. 
Mr.  Pelk  and  |(r.  Arredondo  are  in  en- 
tire accord  OB  the  terma  of  the  propoaed 
convention,  and  the  latter  dispatched  it 
to  General  Carranaa  with  the  recom- 
BieaAatlon  thST  it  be  approved.  It 
woald  become  effective  Immediately 
upon  being  algnad.

Tha  amendment  waa  drafted  follow- 
Ins  tha  cKParlenca  of  laat  year  wh.*n 
tha  appaala  of  aoma  ownera  to  tha 
County  Court  acalnat  tha  daclalon  of 
tha  Court  of  Revlalon  were  allowed 
and  the  aaaeaaor'a  flvuraa  cut  In  half 
In  one  Inatance.  Aa  the  Court  of  Re- 
vision had  then  ceaaed  Its  session  It 
could  not  sit  again  aa  a  Court  of 
Equalisation,  and  ownara  In  almllar 
locality  to  those  who  rained  by  tha 
appaal  to  tha  County  Court,  but^  who 
had  not  entered  appaala  to  "a  Court  of 
Rarlalon.  were  unable  to  secure  tha 
benefit  of  the  cut.  Tha  city,  therefore,

They  had  bean  In  "bliss- 
ful Ignorance  of  the  attempt  to  ba 
made  to  place  a  nooae  around  the  necka 
of  the  property  owners."  He  cited  hla 
own  case  in  consequence  of  the  fall  in 
values,  lack  of  tenants,  and  tha  excca- 
*aiva  aaaeasment  on  properties.  He  ask- 
ed how  It  was  proposed  to  control  the 
offlclals  In  the  preparation  of  the  aa- 
aaaamant if  no  appeal  to  an  Independ- 
ent court  were  poaaible.  He  had  noth- 
ing good  to  say  of  the  competence  of 
the  members  of  the  court  of  revision, 
aaserted  they  were  not  experienced  men 
In  business,  declared  that  excessive  as- 
sessments ruined  ownerf,  misled  in- 
vestors. Induced  reckless  speculation 
and  deceived  lenders.  He  dited  north 
Douglas  Street  as  a  case  In  point  The 
\lgh  assessments  would  result  in  moot 
of  the  property  falling  Into  the  city's 
handa. 

**I  was  at  the  court  of  revision  last 
year,"  asserted  Mr.  Brldgman,  "when 
a  gentleman  by  the  name  of  Pilworth — 
I  never  heard  of  him  before — asked. 
'What's  the  use  of  appealing?  We  have 
to  have  the  money.'  "

Mr.  Charles  Hayward  declared  the 
only  Interested  parties  who  wanted  the 
amendment  were  hlgh-salarie<l  offlclals, 
people  who  were  anxious  to  handle  the 
ratepayers'  money  and  who  were  not 
mindful  of  preaent  conditions.  Tbe  citl- 
sens  generally  did  not  want  any 
changa  He  also  referred  to  the  Union's 
requeat  for  power  to  borrow  upon  de- 
linquent taxes.  Such  power  woulif  be 
most  dangeroua  It  would  be  tanta- 
mouat  to  going  Into  the  borrowing  mar- 
ket with  rotten  security.  It  was  a  case 
of  a  worthleao  note  backoff  by  the  city. 
It  would  not  IM  honeet.  The  statute  as 
BOW  la  force  holds  that  "cash  valva" 
ahall  rate  In  the  making  of  the  aa- 
seasment.  bdt  It  was  Impopstlrte  to  hold 
the  aasessor  down  to  that  To  allow  the 
aasendment  would  sintply  amount  t* 
eonflsratlon.  * 

Chafrman  Schofleld  pointed  oat  the  re- 
queat did  aot  eoaie  frooi  Victoria,  bat 
from  the  Ualon  of  &  C.  ManlelpaliUea. 
"Mayba,  bat  they  are  all  Intereated 
In  It  la  the  same  way."  retorted  Mr. 
Hayward.  "The  orAclala  sre  at  tho  el- 
bows of  the  mayors  snd  councils.  They 
don't  want  asaessments  cut,  as  it  woald 
prtfbably  aiean  salary  cuts  also. 

Mr.  J.  a  rates  t>el  laved  the  owners

Et.  PASO,  March  II —Following  hard 
on  the  newa  that  the  Mexican  telegraph 
and  telephone  wiroa  between  Juarcs 
and  Craaas  Orandss  had  been  cut,  word 
came  from  Columbus  last  night.  In  a 
dispatch  pasaed  by  the  eansor,  that 
both  wireless  and  grouml-wire  com- 
munication with  Gen.  Perahing  had 
failed.  The  army  Sold  wire  between 
Columbua  and  headquartera  of  tha  ex- 
peditionary force  was  severed  In  many 
placoa.  It  waa  aald. 

The  trouble  with  the  wireless  oc- 
curred shortly  before  •  o'clock,  but  Its 
oauae  la  unknown.  Oeneral  Oavlm.  at 
Juares.  admitted  last  night  that  he  had 
failed  to  restore  wire  communlealion 
with  Caaaa  Orandes,  and  it  wsa  practi- 
cally conceded  by  the  Mexican  offlclals 
that   the  cutting  of  the   wires  waa   the 


result    of   a    Vllllsta    raid    oa    ths    rail* 
road. 

The  extent  of  the  raid  and  the  dam- 
age done  was  either  unknown  or  sup- 
preeeed.

Ject  to  "apeak  the  thing  he  will."  but 
there  have  of  late  baea  tlmea  when, 
thia  freedom  of  apeaoh  haa  been  groafly 
abuaed  and  aid  and  comfort  to  the  en- 
emy haa  been  given  thereby.  Thla  un- 
wlaa  couriie.  which  aoma  people  have 
felt  It  to  be  their  duty  to  follow,  haa 
had  one  very  excellent  effect.  It  haa 
aerved  to  ahow  tha  practical  aolldaclty 
af  tha  BrltUh  people,  wha  have  avnk 
all  the  political  dlCtereneae  in  the  re- 
aolve  to  aee  the  war  through  to  a  tri- 
umphant laaue.  The  tribute  to  Mr.  Aa- 
qulth la  richly  deaarTad,  but  be  himaelf 
would  be  the  Aral  to  admit  that  what 
he  haa  baea  able  to  acoempllab  would 
have  bean  ImpoaalMa  U  It;  were  not  for 
the  loyalty  of  the  Britlah  people  to  the 
Crown,  the  Inatitutlona  of  their  coun- 
try and  the  great "^rlnoiplaa  apan  which 
theae  are   founded.

The  battalion  waa  assembled,  ar 
rather  its  nucleus  wss  mustered,  at  tha 
Willi; ws '  last  September,  and  It  baa  tha 
disttnctloa  of  having  been  brotight  up 
to,  atreoj^li.  la  about  three  -weeka.  a 
record  for  Western  Canada.  Within  a 
month  aftei  Its  first  soldiers  were  quar- 
tered at  the  Willows  Camp  an  Inapao- 
tlon  waa  4ield  by  ■  Major-Oeneral  Sir 
Sam  Hughes.,  Mialstor  of  Militia.  Ha 
foiuKl  a  unit  praetlcally  complete  to 
greet  h'm,  and  Ma  subse4ittent  observa- 
tions were  of  a  very  favorable  char- 
acter. 


CoL  Ross  came  to  Victoria  straight 
from  tha  front  with  authority  to  ralaa 
the  battalion.  He  sUrted  with  the  an- 
nouncement that  he  waa  making  a  apO- 
clal  plea  to  the  luml>erm«n,  miners, 
trappers  and  out-of-door  men  of  British 
Columbia  to  enllat  and  do  their  bit  for 
th*  Kmplrei  He  sUtad  that  tha  hardy 
OaiuidlanB  of  the  West  war*  what  ha 
wanted,  atul  hla  appeal  to  tbeae  men  met 
with  a  ready  response.  From  the  date 
that  the  Weatern  Hcota  were  mobilised^ 
until  a  few  weeka  ago,  parttea  of  men 
from  the  CarliMM  and  the  Yukon  came  to 
Victoria  'at  Intervale  to  join  the  corpa. 
Which  ha<l  obtained  a  reputation  in  the 
Northland.

the  C  O.  that  ba  waa  »i van  the  unpra- 
oedentad  promotion  from  a  Ueutaaant 
to  a  major  In  oommand  of  a  company. 
To  a  greater  or  a  lesser  extent  the  same 
principle  has  been  followed  In  conneo- 
tlon  with  all  tha  other  ofBcera.  so  that 
those  In  charg*  of  th*  W*stem  Scots 
are  men  who  have  shown,  in  the  past 
few  months,  that  they  ar*  capable  of 
handling  their  companies  or  platoona 
satisfactorily.

CLAMS  IN  WSPll 


Purchaser  of  Cariboo  Placer 
Ground  Seeks  Inquiry  to 
Establish  His  Claim  as 
Against  Restalcer. 


The  reanoat  of  Mr.  Itohart  T.  Ward 
for  aa  toauUT  lata  Mm  CaaU  la 
tloa  with  aartala  artataa 
attaato  ea  the  aoutta  fork  of  tho  Qaoaaol 
Rlvof^.  Cariboo  district,  waa  before  the 
Mlatof  OOMMBlttoe  of  tho  LoclaUtoro 
jroatorday  aMraaa  aad  waa  aaaalmoualy 
craatod.  Tha  pro^rty  apoa  which.  It 
waa  atotad.  aoakothlac  like  |«.*««.M« 
waa  apoat  by  tho  auasooiholma.  waa, 
later  dlapoaod  t  to  Ward,  who  then 
fouad.  ho  elalBM.  that  It  had  boon  de- 
clared opoa  aroHBd  nndor  th^  'onotal 
aet  proTldlac  tor  automatic  lapaa  of 
-.^■'■'f  rlfhu  ualooa  a  free  mlaor'a 
la  rotalBod  by  the  owner,  aad 
tt  ted  hmm  roataked  by  Mr.  John 
Hopff. 

Orlflnally  the  property  waa  owned  by 
the  Cariboo  Gold  MIbIbk  Compaay.  It 
waa  diapooed  of  to  the  Ouaionhelaih, 
who  oporatad  It  under  a  loaao  craatad 
by  a  apaelal  aet  of  tha  Lioalslaturo  In 
1IS4  and  validated  hy  another  apodal 
a4t  la  Ittt.  IB  May,  Itlt.  tho  Ouccob- 
holm  oorporatloB  coaaod  to  retolB  a 
mlaor'a  lleoaoe  aad  under  tho  foaoral 
act  It  la  contended  that  Ito  intereata 
In  the  property  automatically  caaaod. 
Ib  Deeemhor,  Ifll,  whatoTor  Intareato 
tho  Oussonhelms  retalaod  to  the  mln- 
iBc  clalma  they  oon^eyed  to  Ward.  la 
tho  meantimo,  Mopp  bad  roataked  the 
■round  in  November,  of  tho  aame  year. 

Under  the  ceneral  act  the  aold  com- 
mlaoioBor  held  that  the  Oufsenhelma 
had  loat  their  latoreat  In  the  property 
by  falllnr  to  retoln  a  free  oilner'a  cer- 
tUleato;  thla  doclalon  waa  aupportod  br 
the  executive  council,  but  Hon.  W.  J. 
Bowaor  eonalderod  the  matter  at  laaae  to 
be  of  auch  Idiporuneo,  owing  to  the 
atake  Involved,  that  he  referred  the 
queatlon.  whieh  waa  that  of  t|ie  Inter- 
pretotlon  of  the  law  and  tha  auaatloa 
aa  to  whether  the  apeolal  logtalatloB 
overrode  the  free  mlaor'a  licence  clauaoa 
of  tho  taxation  atatutea,  to  the  Appeal 
Court  for  judcmont  The  Appeal  Court 
decided,  however,  that  It  had  not  the 
power  under  tho  Constitution  Aet  to 
accept  a  reference  of  thla  elaas  of  eaao. 
Hon.  Mr.  Bowser  thoB  adopted  the 
course  of  calling  In  Mr.  K.  V.  Bodwell. 
K.  C.  and  with  him  went  Into  full  con- 
sideration of  the  legal  aspects  of  the 
case.  Mr.  Bodwell  decided,  with  the 
ooncurrence  of  the  Attorney-Oeneral. 
that  legally  the  Ouggenholms*  Interests 
In  tho  property  had^  expired  with  the 
expiry  of  their  free  miners'  eertlfleate 
In  May,  lilt,  and  that  Mr.  John  Hopp's 
staking  In  November,  ItlS,  waa  valid, 
as  the  ground  was  open  at  tho  time. 

This  outline  of  the  caao  was  given 
by  Mr.  H.  A.  Maclean,  K.  C.  of  VIo- 
torla.  repreaentlng  Uopp,  and  Mr.  W.  J. 
Taylor,  of  Victoria,  who  represented 
Ward  during  the  discussion  of  the  ap- 
plication for  an  Inquiry  which  waa  ra- 
ferred  to  tho  Mining  Commlttoa  by  tho 
LiOgtolatura 

•Mr.  Taylor  further  stoted  that  Mr. 
Ward  had  expended  llT.OOt  upon  the 
property  at  one  period  and  considerable 
sums  at  other  timea.  He  claimed  that 
tha  apoelal  legislation  under  which  the 
lease  was  held  by  tho  Ouggenholms 
made  It  unneceaaary  for  a  free  miner's 
licence  to  be  held,  a  view  which  Mr. 
Maclean  strongly  opposed,  and  cUlmed 
the  measure  regarding  licences  was  a 
taxation  act  and  overrode,  and  wiaa  ad- 
ditional to  tha  special  leglslatton.  which 
made  no  mention  of  the  matter.  Mr. 
Taylor  aald  an  laqulry  waa  desired,  so 
that  all  the  facts  In  connection  with 
the    transaction   could    be    brought   out. 


Mr.  Maclean  argued  that  the  matter 
at  Issue  waa  purely  one  of  law  and 
that  the  propor  tribunal  to  deal  with 
the  queatlon  aa  to  whether  the  righta 
to  the  property  had  auomatlcally  ex- 
pired wlh  the  expiry  of  tho  free  mlaor'a 
licence  waa  tho  oourta  Tha  waa  the 
ground  that  had  boon  taken  by  the  ex- 
ecutive council.  Tha  Ouggenhelma,  In 
If 07,  had  virtually  ahandonod  all  thAir 
Intereata  In  Britlah  Columbia  and  moved 
their  placer  mining  machinery  to  Cali- 
fornia, Tukon  and  Alaaka.  At  the 
property  on  the  Queanel  River,  which 
waa  named  "Tho  Bullion."  a  caretaker 
waa  left  In  charge.  He  aaaorted '  that  a 
big  corporation  waa  no  ntore  entitled  to 
exemption  from  the  law  respecting  free 
minora'  llcancaa  than  a  poor  proapector. 
It  waa  true  that  the  law  providing  for 
the  loaa  of  Intereat  In  tho  event  of  tho 
lapae  of  free  miner'a  lloeace  waa  draa- 
tlc,  but  It  had  mado  the  lloonce  tox 
aolf-eoUectlng  and  aaved  the  Oovern- 
ment  the  expoaae  of  aending  oAelala 
to  secure  the  tox  from  ownera  of  sola- 
eral  property.  It  had  applied  to  all 
owaora  of  mineral  claims  and  thara  area 
no  reason  for  exomptlBg  tho  Ouggoa- 
holma 

Mr.  Taylor  contended  that  there  waa 
a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  tho  facta. 
and  that  It  waa  doolrable  to  have  the 
matter  folly  Inqolred  Into. 

8omo  membora  of  the  committee  took 
the  view  that  the  question  was  ono  of 
law  and  should  be  threshed  out  In  the 
courts,  but  tho  suggestion  that  tho 
fkcta.  If  brought  out,  might  auggoat  the 
aaod  of  aaiondmoat  to  extoting  mining 
loglalatlon  was  concurred  la  aad  tho 
Inquiry  agreed   upon.

The  letnd  Battaltaa.  ar  "Warden's 
Warrlora."  la  being  aaaomblod  at  tho 
training  camp  at  Comoa  aa  rapidly  aa 
possible,  according  to  Laeut.-Col.  J.  W. 
Warden,  the  eommsadlBg  offlcor,  who 
arrived  here  yesterday  morning  and  will 
leave  by  the  S  a.m.  B.  *  N.  train  to- 
day   for    barracka 

Col.  Warden  atotos  that  tha  unit 
stonds  at  a  lltUe  over  l.*M  to  atrength, 
and  that  there  to  a  draft  to  eome  yat 
from  Prince  Ooorga  There  are  about 
Tt  men  In  thla  foroo.  Scattorod 
through  the  Kootonay  there  are  about 
140  recruits  who  have  enllstoA  for  air- 
vlee  with  the  lOtnd.  but  whom  he  aa- 
serto  are  not  being  helped  In  their,  da- 
sire   to  oome   to   the   Coaat. 

In  respect  to  the  Kootonay  volunteers. 
CoL  Warden  feels  extremely  Indignant 
I  He  points  out  that  be  and  hto  ofAcera 
went  through  that  district  months  ago 
canvassing  for  men.  and  that,  through 
their  effortat  a  large  number  wore  to* 
duced  to  proaent  themaolvea  ta  the 
medical  offlcor.  Then,  In  aeoordanee 
with  roguUtlona  prevalltog,  they  ware 
placed  In  bIHeto  at  different  polata  tor 
tho  Winter,  tho  undoratanding  being 
that,  with  tho  opening  of  Spring,  they 
would  bo  pormlttbd  to  oomo  to  tho 
camp. 

Recently  tho  l»th  Battollon.  of 
Kootenay,  haa  been  authorised,  and  It  to 
charged  that  nothing  la  betog  left  un- 
done to  Induce  thoao  who  have  been  at- 
teated  for  the  lOSad  to  change  their 
minda  and  go  with  the  new  unit  la 
NelsoB,  It  Is  stated,  the  authorltlea  hava 
been  very  good  and  have  done  what  they 
oould  to  facilitate  the  departure  of  tho 
troops  signed  with  Warden's  Warrlora. 
In  other  oentrea,  however,  no  such  con- 
sideration haa  been  shown,  la  fact  It  to 
alleged  that  obstaelea  have  hooa  throwa 
la  the  way  of  the  propeaad  departure 
of  volUBteera  to  aorve  with  tha  bat- 
talion of   their  llrat   aeleetton.

He  statea,  however,  that 
he  haa  not  yet  given  ap  hope  and  that 
the  Kootenay  men  who  have  been  on* 
listed  In  his  estobltohment  win  he 
brought  to  Comox.  providing  they  do  aat 
allow  themaolvea  to  he  ooereed. 

MeaBwhIle  tha  preparaUoBe  for  trala- 
ing,  saya  the  CO..  are  la  full  swiag  at 
Gomox.  Tho  offleera  have  boea  coia- 
fortobly  quartered  and  the  men  are 
houaed  In  a  aatiefactory  manner  la 
Courtenay.  Comox  and  other  eentr^ 
Aa  aoon  as  the  weather  permlta,  all  will 
bo  put  under  canvas  oa  tho  plalna  of 
the  district  and  the  work  of  giving  tho 
aoldlers  tho  traialng  neooaaary  to  flt 
them  .for  aetlve  oervlce  will  be  parsuad 
under  the  most  adrantogeous  condltloaa.

One  of  the  ladles  who  haa  under- 
Uken  the  dutlea  of  this  re«iK>nslble  and 
dUBcult  poaltlon  without  aalary  la  Miaa 
Miriam  Pease,  tha  daughter  of  the 
Poatmaatar-Qaneral.  She  bolonga  to  a 
family  the  members  of  which  have 
proved  their  success  In  dealing  with 
men  and  aOAlra. 

In  tlmea  when  rapidity  of  produc- 
tion la  essential,  not  only  in  the  muni- 
tion akopa  but  in  factorlea  of  many 
klnda,  the  walfare  of  the  workera  la 
likoly  to  t>e  overlooked.  That  women 
whosa  judgment  la  to  be  depended  upon 
should  aee  to  It  that  the  workers  have 
the  advantage  of  a«  good  condltlona  of 
labor  aa  are  poaalble  In  thla  time  of 
atraaa  U  -all  important.  -  That  Ui«  coun- 
try should  be  apared  the  expenae  lncl> 
dent  to  thorough  Inapectlon  la  desirable. 
It  la  not  unlikely  that  the  example  of 
Miss  Pease  will  be  followed  by  other 
women  of  education  and  ability. 


In  all  parte  of  the  Brttlah  Bmpira 
woman  have  boon  left  to  keep  the  homea 
for  the  men  who  are  lighting  Ita  battlaa. 
Thoae  who  are  endeavoring  to  fulfil  the 
double  duty  that  now  dovolvea  upon 
them  deaervo  tha  aympathy  of  all  who 
come  In  conUct  with  them.  The  mother, 
wlfa  or  alater  who,  with  a  heart  flllad 
with  anxiety,  can  go  about  her  dally 
taaka,  caring  for  the  little  onea,  guid- 
ing and  helping  the  older  children,  tend- 
ing the  aged  and  mlnlaterlng  to  tha 
needa  of  fach  member  of  the  family,  la 
fllflng  her  appointed  place  and  doing  tha 
boat  aervlce  to  har  country. 

Home  of  ua  ara  Inclined  to  forget 
that  aooner  or  later  the  war  mnat 
coaaa,  and  that  than  the  work  of  the 
country  muat  go  on.  Thlnga  win  not 
be  the  aama  for  many  of  us.  Life  will 
be  harder  In  many  waya.  But,  If  at 
homa  tha  children  have  been  neglected. 
If  they  have  been  allowed  to  learn  bad 
hablta.  If  tkay  mlaa  too  much  the  love 
and  the  oonUol  of  their  fathera,  aucb 
loaa  wUl  be  Irrevocable. 

It  la  BO  light  burden  that  the  young 
mothara  ara  being  called  upon  to  bear. 
And  It  la  far  heavier  where  huabanda 
have  been  Under  and  helpful.  Thoae 
who  are  older  may  not  feel  so  keenly 
the  lonellaeaa,  but  on  the  other  hand, 
they  wlU.  In  the  management  of  grow- 
ing boya  and  glrla  And  that  every  facul- 
ty la  taxed  to  tha  utmoat. 

To  tho  wiToa  and  mothara  who  are 
left  behind,  the  months  are  long.  Each 
Of  them  la.  if  aha  atrlvea  to  do  her 
duty,  aarvlag  her  country  aa  truly  aa 
tha  husband  who  la  lighting  In  the 
trenchea.  She  must  be  leader  and 
guide  at  home,  and  on  her  dependa  tha 
future  happlneaa  of  her  family  and  the 
waUare  of  her  children.  No  work  than 
hora  la  mora  patriotic. 

In  thaae  days  when  to  ait  with  Idle 
hands  la  a  crime,  there  should  be  plenty 
ot  workera  for  all  needed  patriotic  work 
Without  calling  upon  tboae  whose  home 
4utlas  need  all  their  tlma  and  all  their 
thoughia,

That  prudence  and  aelf- 
rellance  are  not  alwaya  aufflclent  aafe- 
guarda   Is   now   known. 

It  Is,  however.  th«  Inexperienced  girl 
who  Is  not  accustomed  to  rely  upon 
herself,  or  who  has  little  Initiative  who 
moat  needa  the  help  of  the  Traveler'a 
Aid.

Mlaa  Boho- 
field  la  content  to  go  many  tlmto  to  vain 
If  only  aha  may  be  of  aervlce  at  othera. 
In  many  parte  of  tha  elty  and  laland 
aa  well  aa  abroad,  there  are  thoae  who 
cherlah  grateful  fealinga  for  the  gentle, 
kindly  tody  who  watchea  ao  unobtru- 
alvely,  but  who  Is  ao  willing  to  help 
at  whatever  coat  of  time  or  comfort.

Seodding  along  Itefore  a  atlS  broeaa 
tbe  American  barkentine  Hawaii  plebad 
her  4^ay  up  tba  Btralta  early  yeatarday 
moralag,  aad  at  10  a.m.  oaoM  to  an  an- 
chorage In  tha  Royal  Roada  Tbla  voa- 
aal.  which  to  a  famlltor  craft  la  tbeoe 
watera.  to  under  charter  to  load  a  («U 
cargo  of  lumber  at  the  Victoria  Lumbar 
Manufacturing  Compaay'a  mllla  at  Cbo- 
mainua  for  South  Africa.  She  haa  Juat 
completed  a  crutoe  around  tha  world 
from  thla  port. 

Ten  moatha  ago  tba  Hawaii  ahlppad 
a  cargo  of  lumber,  auppllad  by  tbe 
Cameron  Lumbar  Compaay.  la  tba  lanar 
Harbor,  for  Cape  Town,  South  Africa. 
After  completing  the  dlaoharga  of  bar 
lumber  cargo  the  veaael  loaded  a  cargo 
of  malae  at  the  South  African  port  for 
Auatralla.  croaaing  the  Indian  Oceaa  to 
tha  Antlpodea.  She  then  loaded  aoal 
at  Newcaatle.  N.8.W..  for  Port  Allea. 
Hawaiian  lalaada,  completing  tha  lons 
voyage,  or  aarlea  of  vojragea.  with  her 
arrival  la  tha  Royal  Roada  yaatar^pp 
forenoon. 

The  Hawaii  la  now  to  make  another 
voyage  to  South  Africa  via  Cape  Horn, 
and  It  la  probable  that  ahe  wlU  agala 
follow  her  old  tracka  back  via  Aua« 
tralla. 


Btaateaa  l>apa 

The  Hawaii  waa  nineteen  daya  mak- 
ing the  run  acroaa  the  Tactnc  from  Port 
Allen,  and  fur  all  daya  Of  that  period 
ehe  waa  beaten  off  the  Cuaat  by  adveraa 
weather. 

Captain  C.  Wlkandar.  maater  of  tha 
Hawaii,  aaya  that  whan  thirteen  daya 
out  from  Port  Allen  hla  ahlp  waa  but 
a  few  hundred  mllca  from  the  Cape, 
and  he  flgurea  that,  given  another 
Couple  of  daya  under  the  aame  favor- 
able  condltlona,  aad  at  the  aama  rata  o< 
apeed  made  during  the  earlier  part  of 
the  trip,  he  would  have  aucceaded  In 
making  a  particularly  faat  voyage. 
Even  eo  ahe  made  amart  time  for  a 
aalHng  veaael.  For  aeveral  daya  after 
leaving  Port  Allen  ahe  reeled  off  tSO 
mllea  a  day,  which  la  ateamer  time. 

Aa  ehe  waa  naarlng  her  deatlnatlon 
the  Hawaii  met  with  calma  and  then 
bumped  Into  aome  atlff  northerly  hlowe 
which  kept  her  beating  offahore.  Bbe 
left  Port  Allen  on  March  S  and  rounded 
the  Race  Rocka  at  daybreak  yaatarday. 

Captain  Wlkandar  reporta  bavta* 
paeaed  through  an  electric  atorm  aftar 
leaving  Port  Allan,  whan  the  peculiar 
phenomena,  known  to  aeafarlng  men  aa 
the  "Ja''k  o'  Liantern,"  played  a  con- 
apicuoua  part,  and  provided  plenty  of 
entertainment  for  thp  veaael'e  comple* 
ment  while  It  laated.  After  each  blind. 
Ing  flaah  of  lightning,  and  In  the  dark- 
naea  of  tho  night,  ftaahea  of  tight  ware 
to  be  aeen  reflected  from  the  metal  and 
wire  parte  of  the  ahlp  and  rigging.  The 
electric  etorm  broke  while  the  veaael 
Waa  In  latitude  SO. 

The  Hawaii  la  now  diacharging  baU 
laat  In  the  Royal  Iloada.  and  on  oom- 
pleting  thla  operation,  aha  will  be  towed 
to  the  Baqulmalt  plant  of  Tarrowa. 
Ltd.,  to  have  har  hull  cleaned  and 
painted  preparatory  to  going  on  berth 
at  Chemalnua.

1X>K1X>N.  March  St.— (Through  Rau- 
tar'a  Aseaey) — That  the  eystero  of  la- 
d«atured  aatlve  labor  which  obtalna  la 
India,  aa  well  aa  in  the  British  West 
ladlee  and  other  tropical  countrlea,  la 
to  be  abolished.

Enthusiastic  Meeting  Endorses 
Proposal—Arrangements  Are 
Made  to  Draw  Up  By-Laws 
and  Constitution. 


An  Informal  meeting  of  nearly  70 
repreaentatlve  men  from  the  three 
piaiile  pruvlncaa.  mostly Msldenl  In  this 
city,  soms  >lsl tors,  here,  untl  all  Imbued 
with  the  spirit  of  the  MidUle  West,  met 
last  night  at  ths  Dominion  Hotsl  to 
discuss  the  advisability  of  forming  a 
Pralrls  Club.  The  spirit  of  the  meet- 
ing was  unanimous  for  an  adoption  of 
the  Propaaai,  and  conoluded  ^4>e-  aeaeion 
with  voting  In  favor  of  a  motion  pro- 
poeed by  Mr.  J.  H.  Brandon  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  provlalunal  committee  of 
ten  members  to  draft  a  constitution  and 
by-laws  and  provide  ways  and  means 
for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purpoee 
for  which  the  meeting  was  held.  The 
motion  carried  a  proposal  from  Mr.  F. 
C.  Elliott  that  the  legal  form  of  appli- 
cation for  Incorporation  be  drafted  at 
once,  to  which  ^the  signatures  of  char- 
ter members  t6  the  proposed  club  could 
be  obuined  without  the  delay  which 
would  be  occasioned  by  further  Infor- 
iiial  (>«sbifciis. 

The  Inauguration  of  the  meeting  last 
night  was  occasioned  by  an  Invitation 
being  extended  to  Mr.  A.  W.  Elliott, 
father  of  the  movement,  to  take  the 
chair.  Mr.  R.  w.  Douglas  was  askaS 
to  be  temporary  chairman. 

Mr.  Elliott  outlined  briefly  the  pur- 
Poss  of  such  an  orgalnsatlon  aa  it  had 
been  conceived  by. »  voluntary  commit-
